French Advance Guards Reach Ourcq 
River--Villages Southwest Rheims 
Taken--Fleeing Huns Hotly Chased 


Cavalry and Tanks Play Havoc with Retreating Germans 
While Airplanes Bomb Columns Continuously—The 
Entente Forces Advance About Ten Miles Northeast 
of Chateau- Thierry 


LONDON, July 28.—From news received in London this 
evening the impression prevails that the German retreat will be 
on a scale larger than was at first anticipated. The number of 
prisoners taken this afternoon has increased to 1,500. 


PARIS, July 28.—French advance guards have reached the 
north bank of the Oureq river, and Allied forces have entered Fere- 
en-Tardenois, the great German supply base, which lies in the middle 
line of the Aisne-Marne sector. The announcement of the war office 
tonight adds that the villages of Anthenay and Olizy-et-Violaine, on 
the east flank, lying to the southwest of Rheims, have been occupied. 


WITH THE FRENCH FORCES ON THE AISNE-MARNE 
FRONT, July 28.—The retreat of the German Crown Prince's forces 
along the whole Marne front has reached a more precipitate phase. 
At some points the Germans have fallen back for a distance of sev- 
eral miles. French and American troops are harrying the retiring 
forces on the centre, while French and British troops are hammering 
at both flanks. 

Cavalry and tanks In considerable numbers have succeeded in 
getting in among the retiring Germans, While airplanes are bombing 
their columns on the march. 


PARIS( July 28.—The French official report states: ‘‘In the 
course of the night the French continued their progress north of the 
Marne. Our elements have reached the south bank of the river 
Oureq 

“On our right we approached the Dormans-Rheims high road. 

‘‘In the Champagne we repulsed several German attacks on our 
new positions south of the Mont-sans-Nom. 

‘‘Northeast of St. Hilaire we have completely maintained our 
lines.’’ 

PARIS, July The Germans today retreated along the whole 
front north of the Marne, the war office announces tonight. French 
and Allied forces, pressing hard upon the enemy rear guards, have 
reached the line of Bruyeres-Villeneuve-Sur-Fere Courmont, Passy-

noon a splendid program by the Glen 
Wells Entertainers, Mr. and Mrs. Glen 
Wells, who sang and played delight~- 
ful old songs in costumes sulted to the 
words and actions and delighted their 
audience by their wit and talent. 

The great item 
however, was the appearance on the 
platform of Miss Leila M. Bloomfield, 
@ young and graceful New Zealander, 
who is both author and lecturer, and 
certainly an accomplished one, for 
she held the platform for one solid 
hour, speaking with a fluency of lan- 
guage and clearness of voice given but 
to a few women to enjoy. 

Wearing the very picturesque cos- 
tume of the aboriginal Maoris, Leila 
Bloomfield gave @ most graphic de 
scription of the customs and usages of 
the natives of New Zealand who have 
at their disposal the wonderful natural 
resources of a country bullt by nature 
so near the central fire that house- 
wives could do their washing in boiling 
mineral waters spouting out of the 
earth, while a few feet away plain 
clear water, cool and sparkling, would 
be ready to rinse the clothes after 
which they were just thrown on the 
grass to dry. 

The cooking is, there, as simple as 
the washing; a hole was dug in the 
ground about three feet deep and four 
or five feet wide and stones placed in 
it that would get almost red hot by 
the natural heat of the underground 
fire and on this primitive stove the 
natives would cook thelr bread, or 
what took the place of it, the fish 
they catch or the meat of the wild 
animals which they trap in similar 
ways as the native Indians used to do 
on the wide plains of Canada. 

The lecturer gave a most educational 
description of the model government 
of NewZealand, telling her 
how the Pacific island had shown to 
the world that a perfect government 
was not an Utopia, since the New Zea- 
landers had what was perhaps the 
most wonderful government of all the 
civilized nations. She gave illustra- 
tive arguments In favor of the way the 
New Zealand house of commons dealt 
with Immigration and suffrage, with 
arbitration which was compulsory, 
with unemployment, land monopoly, 
industrial rights and military duties. 

She spoke of the splendid work done 
by the Anzac boys of her island home 
and recalled with pride how the 
deradnought given by New Zealand to 
the mother country had been ready 
just at the time it was needed in 
August, 1914, and how it was the 
ships of New Zealand which had polic- 
ed the Pacific at the beginning of the 
war. 

Evening Program 

In the evening Mr. and Mrs. Glen 
Wells again gave a very interesting 
entertainment to which was added a 
clever little play entitled “The Spy,” 
an up-to-date war story which was 
greatly appreciated by the public. 

During an interval of few moments 
Mr. Fritz stepped on the platform aad 
asked for a statement of opinion from 
the audience as to whether they had 
sufficiently appreciated the Chautau- 
qua in Edmonton to warrant the big 
commercial representatives of the city 
making a contract for their return 
next year. The statement which took 
the form of a show of hands was ab-

The 
U.S, navy, he said, was now the second 
in the world and was fighting side by 
side with the British navy. “If the 
war with all its horrors has done 
nothing else, it has at least joined to- 
gether for centuries to come the 
Anglo-Saxon speaking races of the 
world, has blended the colors of the 
Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack 
in an union that will stand for ever 
for democracy.” 

The speaker gave a very interesting 
history of the Munroe doctrine and a 
most picturesque description of the 
Cuban war and the various attempts of 
the German navy to place herself be- 
tween the United States and England. 
He made a great appeal for a new 
philosophy, the philosophy of the

the memories of men the philosophy 
of the Germans and of “kultur.” He 
demanded the wooden cross of Gol- 
gotha against the iron cross of the 
Kaiser and of a great brotherhood of 
men instead of the terrible spirit of 
militarism which has caused Hurope 
to be in flames. 


He spoke of the greatness of Russia 
which with her 800 million people, 
her wonderful, fertile Ukrainian 
regions, and magnificent harbors on 
the Baltic and the Black Sea, could 
not and would not be left for Germany 
to become greater and stronger than 
she ever was. The only way in which 
the word peace could be tolerated was 
when it would mean for Germany 
complete and absolute and uncondi- 
tional surrender, when the Alliance of 
the War, the great democracy of the 
Allies, would dictate their own terms 
to the defeated Germans, Then, and 
then only, would the world again 
have peace and enjoy the prosperity 


of a new and better understanding be- 
tween all nations.

TOKYO, Japan, July 28—The Euro- 
pean war has offered good chances to 
women in England, France and Amer- 
ica to test their abilities in directions 
before unknown. Japan is no excep- 
tion to that rule, For instance, two 
fire brigades have been organized by 
women; one at a small fishing village 
called Nishi Arase, in the Yamagata 
perfecture, and the other on a small 
island, Tobishima, in the Japan sea. 
The women in the former place met 
on the morning of April 14 for a spring 
parade. Those “firewomen” all wear 
special clothes intended for uniforms, 
similar to those worn by firemen in 
rural villages. The other female brig- 
ade, on the island of Tobishima, was 
organized in 1913, with the view of 
extinguishing fires in case of their 
outbreak during the absence of the 
HEsARAS on a fishing cruise or expedi- 
tion. 

On the other hand, Tokyo now 
boasts of an American motor fire 
truck, the trial rune of which were 
made recently, and resulted favorably. 
The water from the four hoses which 
may be fixed to the truck can be 
thrown to a height of 120 feet. It is

For a person who rides to work, as/ 
most of us do nowadays, the cycling 
season extends well on toward Christ- 
mas. In fact a surprising number of 
riders never lay aside thelr wheels all 
winter, with the exception of an odd 
day which {is extra cold or stormy, 
but even if we are not pfepared to 
follow such strenuous examples, we 
would still find pretty fair riding dur-! 
ing a good part of the winter. This 
is especially true in cities, where the 
snow is no longer allowed to lie on 
the streets and form banks or slush, 
but is promptly carted away, leaving 
the streets clear for cycling. 

It is surprising how easy it is to 
fall into a rut in our buying habits 
as well as in anything else and stick 
there regardless of the facts or sense 
of the case. A striking example of 
this is in the way in which many rid- 
ers used to think it was no use buying 
a bicycle after about May 24th. A 
few years later the date was bejieved 
to be July ist, but during t past 
few years a number of bicycles have 
been sold right up to November and 
December. 

This change may have been pe 
' 


ed by the difficulty in obtaining bi- 
cycles when they are wanted in the 
early Spring. ‘The wise buyer avoids 
any chance of delay or disappoint- 
ment by making sure of his bicycle 
the previous Fall and having it right 
on hand where he can teke it out for 
a spin the first fine day in the Spring. 

This fore-handed argument applies 
with special force right now. hile 
no definite announcement has been 
made by the’ manufacturers, there is 
every reason to suppose the steadily 
increasing prices of raw material and 
the higher cost of labor will force a 
corresponding increase in the price 
of bicycles as in everything else. We 
may therefore expect to pay more 
money for bicycles next spring and it 
is just a question if there will be 
enough to go around, even at the ad- 
vanced prices,
